Woe Unto You, Lawyers by Fred 
Rodell (Pageant Press, Inc.). This is 
a z’eprint of the same story pub- 
lished several years ago.

Two Delta Thets Receive President's Award 

Hoover and Jones Receive Highest Civilian Honor 


On January 16, President Eisen- 
hower designated five outstanding 
government employees as the first 
recipients of the President’s Award 
for Distinguished Federal Civilian 
Service, the highest honor the 
United States Government bestows 
upon career civilian employees. Two 
of them were Delta Thets: J. Edgar 
Hoover (Wilson) , director, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and 
Roger W. Jones ( Finch) ^ Assistant 
Director for Legislative Reference, 
Bureau of the Budget. 

The gold medal awards were pre- 
sented at a ceremony in the White 
House on January 27. The award 
was established under the authority 
of the Goveimment Employees' In- 
centive Awards Act, approved Sep- 
tember 1, 1954. 

The recipients “for exceptionally 
meritorious civilian service” were 
selected by the President on the 
basis of recommendation of the 
Awards Board of which Labor Sec- 
retary James P. Mitchell is chair- 
man. Other board members are Dr. 
Alan T. Waterhouse, director, Na- 
tional Science Foundation; Louis J. 
Hector, member. Civil Aeronautics 
Board; William P. Rogers (Finch), 
the Attorney -General: and Percival 
Brundage, Director of the Budget. 

Brother Hoover's citation men- 


tioned that his '‘brilliant leadership 
has contributed immeasurably to 
the preservation and strength of the 
nation, its constitution and laws.” 
He entered federal service in 1917 
with the Department of Justice, be- 
came director of FBI in 1924 and 
served so continuously since. His 
career under five presidents and 
eleven attorneys general, is justly 
famous for the inspired leadership 
he has given the Bureau, one of the 
most respected organizations in the 
history of government. 

Brother Jones’ citation stated that 
his "exceptional objectivity and con- 
structiveness made outstanding con- 
tributions to the development of 
federal legislation.'’ He entered fed- 
eral service in 1933 and has served 
with the Bureau of the Budget 
since 1939. He has played a larger 
role in the development of legi.sla- 
tion than any other career official 
during the last six years. He has 
served under three administrations 
and been an outstanding example 
of devoted public service. His father, 
Henry Roger Jones (Finch, '06), a 
practicing attorney in New Hart- 
ford, Conn., and the recipient of a 
50 year citation from the Connecti- 
cut Bar As.sociation, attended the 
ceremony.
